CHICAGO, July 22,—All Friday night 


two detectives from the Central station 
were engaged in digging in the base- 
ment of the building- at No. 701 Sixty- 
third street, in search of the bodies ol 
Minnie Williams and her sister, who, 
it is rumored, last winter had been 
murdered by Dr. B. H. Holmes, now 
•under arrest in Philadelphia charged 
with the murder of Benjamin Pietzel. 
During the world's fair Dr. Holmes oc- 
cupied the lower floor of the Tjuildiug. 
Minnie Williams and her sister lived 
with hinii They were beautiful and pos- 
sessed of considerable money. Sudden- 
ly the sisters disappeared. Nothing was 
thought of the matter at the time, as 
it was supposed that they had gone to 
friends in distant parts of the country. 
Last winter the arrest of .Holmes for 
the murder of Pietzel gave rise to the 
rumor that both the Williams sisters 
had been murdered by Holmes, and 
that their bodies had been buried In 
the cellar of the building occupied by 
Holmes. 
Detectives were put to work 


on the case at the time, and so strong 
was the suspicion that it was decided 
to excavate in the cellar for the re- 
mains of the missing sisters. 


This, however, was objected to by 


the occupants of the first floor and was 
abandoned." Since the finding of the 
supposed bodies of the Pietzel children 
in Toronto the mysterious disappear- 
ance of the Williams sisters while they 
•were members of Dr Holmes' house-

After two hours digging in the cel- 


lar, an old stove was uncovered and in 
the fire box was found a quantity of 
charred human bones and part of a 
watch chain, formerly owned and worn 
by Minnie Williams. The jeweler, who 
sold the chain to the missing girl, was 
found and fully identified the chain as 
a portion of a chain sold by him to 
Minnie Williams during the World's 
fair and shortly before her disappear- 
ance. 


Miss Minnie Williams was possessed 


of £2,000 in cash and an estate of SOO,- 
000. Her friends and detectives have 
searched every citr in the 
United 


States without finding any trace of 
her. Her fortune parsed into the hands 
of Holmes and from him to another 
man, whose name is supposed to b« on- 
ly another name for Holmes himself. 
Miss "Williams came from Fort Worth, 
Tex. 
She was still a minor when she 


came to Chicago and as she could not 
come into the possession of her prop- 
erty she became a stenographer. She 
chose to continue in her work after 
her fortune had come into her hands. 
She was employed in a down town law 
office, and there met Holmes. Shortly 
after their meeting Holmes organized 
the Campbell-Yates Co., advertised to 
buy and'sell anything, and Miss Wil- 
liams became stenographer for the 
firm. Her sister Anna wus on a visit 
to her when both disappeared.*

Agent of an Eastern Syndicate, Talks 


Interestingly of His Plann—Has 


Leased 1,OOO Acres of Land 


in the Neighborhood— 


Good Prospects 


for Oil. 


James C. Scott, of Pittsburg, Pa,, who 


has been in this city the past six weeks, 
n the interest of an eastern syndicate 
of oil capitalists, left today for Monroe 
county. 


Mr. Scott acts as the advance agent 


of the capitalists. He goes over the 
territory for oil indications, gets a 
block of leases where indications are 
;ood, and gets everything in readiness 
for the drillers to come on and put 
down a test well. Then he departs for 
new fields. 


Mr. Scott informed a reporter this 


morning that after a careful examina- 
tion he had become convinced that 
rorn the 
geological formation aud 


jeographical lay of the land, there was 
oil in this county. 
He might be mis- 


taken, but he was so well satisfied with 
the indications that he was going to 
"wild cat" a little—that is, put down a 
test well. 
His guees might be "wild" 


but he was going to try all the same. 


About 3,000 acres of land has been 


eased in the vicinity of Johnson's Sta- 
tion and Wakeucld, among others the 
Johnson, Miller, Caldwell, Cockerill, 
Lewis Adams, Waleutt and McCauley 
farma. 
The contract under which the 


leases were made, specified that a test 
well should be sunk within a year. The 
well will be put down within a few 
months, the year's time beingjspecified 
as a security against accidents of any 
kind.. The well will be put down with- 
in a few hundred feet of the McCauley 
store at Wakefield, and expectations 
now are that work will be begun Sept. 
1st., the well to be completed in from 
60 to 90 days. If oil in any quantity is 
struck other wells will be put down at 
once. 


The syndicate which Mr. Scott repre 


sents is composed of old time oil specu- 
lators, Capt. Peter Grace, of James- 
town, N. Y. being the head of the con- 
cern. Capt Grace is an oil operator 
of 30 years experience and has operatd 
in the Pennsylvania and Ohio oil fields. 
Mr. Scott, personally, is a remrrkably 
pleasant gentleman of much culture 
and refinement, and the kind of a man 
a newspaper reporter delights to meet. 


Mr. Scott said tbut the greatest 


trouble he encountered 
in making 


leases, was where local syndicates,com- 
posed of doctors, lawyers and others, 
who no doubt understood their own 
business but did not understand the 
oil business, had tied up laud tay leases 
and then wanted to sell out to the 
prospectors when they came _around. 
Mr. Scott said he never meddled with 
such cases. 
In nine cases out of ten 


the Isases were-not drawn up 
rijjh 


and were not what he wanted. The 
fact that the land was tied in this 
shape and prevented it from being de 
veloped and disgusted the farmers, who 
blamed the oil men. 
In reality they 


were not to blame _at all. Where an 
oil man came inio a place to "wile 
cat," he was at a heavy expense and 
was not there for the fun o£ it, but for 
business. 
He made a fair, square busi 


ness contract, which was null and 
void if he did not live up to his agree- 
ments and sink test wells 
If oil in 


paying quantities was found, it woult 
be mutually advantageous to the pros 
pector and the owner of the farm.
